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“Ghe Gommon Salvation and the Faith once delivered unto the Saints 


EXT, “Beloved, when I gave all dili- 
Baws to write unto you of the com- 
mon salvation, it was needful for me to 
exhort you that ye should earnestly con- 
tend for the faith which was once deliv- 
ered unto the saints,” Jude 1:3. The term 
“salvation” perhaps neither refers to doc. 
trine or to a means of redemption. What 
is more probable is that it is the condi- 
tion of grace, in which both Jew and Gen- 
tile are included. Both are by grace ex- 
alted to a favored position of grace, thru 
the atonement. This salvation which is 
common to all through the sacrifice of 
Christ for our sins, was one concerning 
which Jude “gave all diligence” to write 
about. Such conditions as referred to the 
atonement formed a basis of faith for 
sins in question of both Jews and Gen- 
tiles, and was a thing of great impor- 
tance, on which the state and standing 
of sinners is particularly hinged. 

A NEEDED EXHORTATION 

While it is vitally necessary for sin- 
ners, whether Jews or Gentiles, to know 
of a certainty concerning the atonement, 
upon which sainthood alone is_ based, 
there is however, an important theme and 
need concerning which the apostle found 
it “needful” to write. “I was constrained 
to write unto you,” would probably have 
been a better rendering, since there was 
an objective necessity, which had grown 
out of conditions that had arisen. The 
reason is obviously stated in verse four. 
The apostasy was then breaking in upon 
the church, and as there was an original 
need for an interpretation of the sinners’ 
privileges, brought about by the atone- 
ment of the shed blood, there was a con- 
straining need caused by conditions aris- 
ing within the church for a hortatory 
epistle. 

THAT OBJECTIVE DEFINED 


The hortatory note was an appeal to 
the church, that they “should earnestly 
contend for the faith that was once de- 
livered unto the saints.” Not so much the 
subject of simple faith in a subjective 
sense, but in an objective sense of 


things believed.” Jude did not deem it 
sufficient to simply have faith in the gos- 
pel, but it must be of a 


special kind;

here defined as “the faith once delivered 
unto the saints.” The subject immediate- 
ly leaves off things that were common be- 
cause both Jew and Gentile might share 
them, and at once sets about the task of 
maintaining a particular kind of faith 
which had already been received by or 
delivered unto “the saints.” The reason 
for contending for such faith is given in 
what follows in that certain “men crept 
in unawares” were destroying that faith 
by “turning the grace of God into lascivi- 
ousness.” His purpose was to maintain 
the high spiritual standard of faith which 
had already been delivered to the saints, 
to prevent a decline or depreciation of it 
by it becoming intermingled with false 
teachings and uncleanness, 


WHAT IT EMBODIES 


This “faith” was delivered once for all 
(R.V.), not “once on a time” as the Au- 
thorized Version puts it. It is not stated 
by whom such deliverance was made. It 
is only logical to assert, that such a de- 
posit of faith was made by the person of 
the Holy Ghost. (1) In that the office 
of the Holy Spirit was to lead in the way 
of all truth. (2) In that deduction of 
faith would naturally be based upon the 
voice of inspired writ. (3) In that by the 
Holy Ghost is imparted “the gift of faith” 
(1 Cor. 12:9). (4) That it is also the di- 
vine agency that “builds up faith” (Jude 
20). 

Since the saints are the depository of 
faith, and certainly of this particular 
kind to which reference is made, it re- 
mains that in the light of the fact that 
the intention was to offset the apostasy 
which had then already begun, that such 
a faith as was once delivered and had in 
reference could be nothing short of the 
true tenets of faith as manifested thru 
the apostles themselves, and those who 
were connected with them before it was 
corrupted by false teachers. It would 
therefore be reasonable to assert that it 
was to be a continuance of such minis- 
teries of miracles, signs and wonders as 
are mentioned in Mark 16:17, 18; Heb. 
4:12. Such a manifestation is lucidly set 
forth in the promise of Christ to “alway 
be with” His disciples unto the end of 


the world. This is further attested by 
the fact that, “they went forth and 
preached every where, the Lord working 
with them, and confirming the word with 
signs following” (Mark 16:20). There- 
fore, if the Lord worked with them, “con- 
firming the word with signs following,” 
and has promised to be ever with His 
messengers, what are we to expect but a 


continuance of what He began during 
their earlier ministry? 
IS THIS CORRECT? 
The question naturally arises, Is this 


the correct solution of the matter in ques- 
tion? To which we answer in the affirm- 
ative. There was no manifestation of 
faith, tenets, or principles laid by those 
to whom we may scripturally apply, other 
than Jesus Christ Himself, and His early 
disciples, who, together with Him, laid 
the foundation of Christian teachings and 
manifestation of divine power (Eph. 
2:20). In the light of 1 Cor. 11:23; 15:3; 
11:2; 2 Pet. 2:21; Heb. 4:12 we may de- 
duct that such is correct. However, it 
does not differ so much if this is the cor- 
rect view as to by whom it was given as 
it is a fact that such a depository of faith 
had been made. There is however, no au- 
thorative source that can so reliably be 
given and accepted as that the above is 
correct in detail. What had been deliver- 
ed was particularly defined not as a 
code or system of doctrine, but as “a de- 
posit or of things necessary to be be- 
lieved.” There is no repetition or exten- 
sion of something to take the place of 
what had already been given, but a defi- 
nite purpose to maintain and perpetuate 
its presence within the church where it 
was deposited as a gift to the church in 
general. The frankness of the situation is 
aptly and ably set forth by Peter in his 
exhortation on the day of Pentecost, in 
the following hortatory exercise; name- 
ly, “For the promise is unto you, and 
to your children, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call” (Acts 2:39). 

HOW CAN IT BE MAINTAINED? 

This has been amply stated at the out- 
set in the very text itself, however, we 
may but aid its purpose by a limited para- 
phrase upon the meaning of a single 
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word, The word “contend” itself means 
not, as some say, to argue or to dispute, 
but something far more vital and even 
grand and sublime. It comes from the 
Greek word EPAGONIDZESTHAI, but 
primarily from AGONY or AGON, which 
means a place of contest, race course, dis- 
cipline, course of life. 2 Tim. 3:10. The 
AGON was the stadium where contest- 
ants in Greek games met and wrestled, 
contended and violently struggled for 
supremacy over their opponents. What 
we have here pictured is the fact, that, 
the saints of God are themselves placed 
on the stage of action in violent contest 
against the powers of Satan; who in op- 
position to is contesting the possibility cf 
each saint of God as a contender for a 
victorious crowning of triumph over his 
malignant powers of darkness and sin. 
If Satan wins in this struggle you will be 
declared of God a looser, and will fail to 
win the crown of honor and of life that 
should have been yours. Every saint of 
God will do well to remember that we 
will not be adorned with merely a win- 
ner’s wreath as was given by the 
Greex judges, but with a crown of life 
from God Himself. Then it ever remains 
that if we are to maintain the “faith that 
was once delivered unto the saints,” it 
can alone be done by wrestling in contest 
against Satanic opposition. 

What we have literally in the language 
is not “argue” or “dispute” over the faith 
of the saints, but we are commanded to 
“contend,” by agonizing in prayer, with 
groaning and travail until God has restor- 
ed and works His miracles of power as 
in the early church. Such was the way 
and manner that the early church labor- 
ed. “For ye remembered, brethren, our 
labor and travail’ (1 Thess. 2:9). We 
“wrought with labour and travail night 
and day” (2 Thess. 3:8). Laboring with 
their hands for their own support as oc- 
casion demanded, but “travailing” in spir- 
it for a deliverance from sin, and that a 
manifestation of Christ be wrought in 
them through the gospel. The same 
method is expressed in Gal. 4:19 where 
the apostle is represented as travailing 
for the deliverance of the Galatian back- 
sliders. Such is true of the church as 
mentioned in Rev. 12:2. It began with 
the agony and travail of the Holy Spirit 
to effect the spiritual birth of a new crea- 
tion (Rom. 8:26, 27; Isa. 54:1; 66:8.) 
Such “agony” and “travail” lasted the 
whole life through of the Apostle Paul. 
In his farewell address to Timothy, men- 
tioned in 2 Tim. 4:7, he said, “I have 
fought a good fight,” but from the Greek 
it might have equally been translated, “I 
have agonized a good agony.” What had 
begun in the life of the apostle in “agony” 
of prayer and spirit, lasted through his 
long, valuable and victorious life, and no 
doubt was responsible for his saying, “I 
have kept the faith.” There is certainly 
no other way that faith as designed of 
God can be maintained in the life of an 
individual or of a church except by the 
methods previously mentioned. There is 
a definite purpose of God. There is also 
a definite plan of God in accomplishing 


that purpose. 
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HIS MANNER OF ACCOMPLISHMENT 

1. He worketh all things after the 
counsel of His own will (Eph. 1:11). 

2. It is God which worketh in you 
both to will and to do of His good pleas- 
ure (Phil. 2:13). 

3. It is God’s “power that worketh in 
us” (Eph. 3:20). 

4. We labour * * * according to His 
working, which worketh in me mightily 
(Col. 1:29). 

5. It is the same God that worketh all 
in all (1 Cor. 12:6). 
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6. All these worketh the _ selfsame 
Spirit (1 Cor. 12:11). 

7. He * * * that ministereth the Spirit, 
and worketh miracles among you doeth it 
* * * by the hearing of faith (Gal. 3:5). 

8. Faith worketh by love (Gal. 5:6). 

The essential qualification or ground- 
work is love coupled with faith. A New 
Testament ministry can only be main- 
tained by New Testament example. This 
will be found to be distinctively made up 
of prevailing prayer, oftentimes wrought 
by heart-searching travail and agony of 
both soul and spirit. 


Is St “rue?

have been told many times in connec- 
| tion with healing for the body, that 
God has created the plants and herbs, 
and gives man the wisdom to make them 
into medicines, and skill to use them 
and therefore, we are to depend on them 
when we get sick, etc. 

I have not been able to find in Scrip- 
ture where God says He will give man 
the wisdom to concoct medicines, nor au- 
thority to use them in or on the bodies 
of mankind. But I find He does say some- 
thing very much different. 

In the first place I want to say, it is 
not necessary for God to depend on such 
methods for the care and healing of the 
bodies which He has created. In fact, He 
has pronounced a curse on people who 
resort to such means. Jer. 17:5, 6, reads, 
“Thus saith the Lord God, Cursed is the 
man that trusteth in man, and that mak- 
eth flesh his arm, and whose heart de- 
parteth from the Lord, For he shall be 
like the heath in the desert, and shall not 
see when good cometh; but shall inhabit 
the parched places in the wilderness, in 
a salt land not inhabited.” 

I know a number of cases where we 
have given the Scripture teaching and 
instruction in sickness and _ injuries, 
where the parties refused or failed to 
walx in (act on) the light given thei, 
and are much worse off, especially in 
their spiritual condition, than before, 
verifying the truth of verse 6 above. 

Do we have any example in Scripture 
verifying verse 5 above? Turn with me to 
2 Chron. 16:12, 13. “And Asa in the 
thirty and ninth year of his reign was 
diseased in his feet, until his disease was 
exceeding great; yet in his disease he 
sought not to the Lord, but to the physi- 
cians (plural), and Asa slept with his fa- 
thers, and died in the one and fortieth 
year of his reign.” Why did Asa resort 
to doctors and medicines? Because his 
heart was departed from the Lord; and 
in doing so he placed himself under the 
curse of God. 

Psalm 118:8, 9, reads, “It is better to 
trust the Lord than to put confidence in 
man. It is better to trust in the Lord than 
to put confidence in princes.” Yes, it is 
better to trust the Lord than to put con- 


fidence in the most learned and most 
skilled physicians in the land. Asa’s case 
proves that, along with hundreds of thou- 
sands of similar cases in our day. 

God’s covenant of healing is given in 
Ex. 15:26, “If thou wilt diligently heark- 
en to the voice of the Lord thy God, and 
wilt do that which is right in his sight, 
and wilt give ear to his commandments, 
and keep all his statutes, I will put none 
of the diseases upon thee, which I have 
brought upon the Egyptians; for I am 
the Lord that healeth thee.” If you want 
to know what these diseases are, read 
the 28th chapter of Deuteronomy. These 
diseases are in the world today, and for 
the same reasons they were brought up- 
on the Egyptians. But, praise God, “All 
the promises are yea and amen in 
Christ.” “And Christ has redeemed us 
from the curse of the law,” Gal. 3:13. 
(This Scripture is for obedient believ- 
ers). 

“Who forgiveth all thine  iniquities; 
who healeth all thy diseases,” Psa. 103:3. 

“But he was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for owr iniqui- 
ties; the chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with his stripes we are 
healed,” Isa. 53:5. Ah! there we have ii. 
Not by the skill and wisdom of physi- 
cians, nor by medicines; but by His 
stripes, His sufferings, because He wes 
made a curse for us, are We healed. 

Jesus Christ is God’s provision for 
man. We have no record where Jesus 
healed thru physicians, thru medicines, 
or any other material means, nor did He 
instruct His disciples to do so on their 
preaching tours. But how about Heze- 
kiah’s case? Didn’t Isaiah tell them to 
put a lump of figs on the boil? And did 
not he recover? Yes, that is the record 
we have. Now let us “rightly divide the 
Word of truth.” It was Isaiah who told 
them to do that, and not God. God didn’t 
tell Isaiah to say that at all. God had al- 
ready said that He would heal Hezekiah 
and He would have done it without the 
figs. God never contradicts Himself, and 
this instruction is contrary to other 
scripture teachings. 

We have a good type of the people of 
today in the 5th chapter of 2 Kings. If 
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the prophet of God had told Naaman to 
take a good dose of poisonous medicine, 
he would have done it without a mur- 
mur; but for him to take seven dips of 
humility (obedience to God), he got mad, 
just like people do today. Naaman was 
very “honorable” (lifted up, margin) 
and a leader of the people. (People are 
following worldly leaders today.) “But he 
was a leper.” Leprosy is a type of sin. 
Though a leader (captain) of the peo- 
ple, he was a sinner. Must he dip seven 
times in muddy Jordan when there tire 
other waters much less offensive? Must 
people today obey God’s foolish instruc- 
tions when they can do these other 
things that seem so much more _sensi- 
ble? But his trouble was serious. He de- 
cided to obey the prophet of God. He 
humbled himself, when lo! “his flesh 
came again as the flesh of a little child, 
and he was clean.” Then he was able 
to say, “Behold now I know there is no 
God in all the earth, but in Israel,” which 
he never would have known had he not 
obeyed the prophet of God. 

Lack of obedience is why people do not 
know there is a God in the earth today 
able to heal without the “arm of flesh” 
and man’s remedies. Gehazi, the servant 
of the man of God, is a type of many of 
the servants of God today. Is he a type 
of you? Read the 5th chapter of 2 Kings. 

Moses was learned in all the wisdom 
and skill of the Egyptians; but God never 
used Moses’ wisdom and skill in this way, 
nor have we the slightest hint where God 
gave any instruction of that nature. 

“Woe to them that go down to Egypt 
(type of the world) for help; and stay 
on horses, and trust in chariots, because 
they are many (in worldly forces); and 
in horses because they are strong; but 
they look not to the holy one of Israel, 
neither seek the Lord: Yet He also is 
wise, and will bring evil, and will not 
bring back his words; but will arise 
against the house of evildoers, and 
against the help of them that work in- 
iquity.” 

“Is any among you afflicted? let him 
pray. Is any merry, let him sing psalms 
(not rag-time songs). Is any sick among 
you? let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over him, 
anointing him with oil in the name of 
the Lord: And the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up; and if he have committed sins, 
they shall be forgiven him. “Confess your 
faults one to another, and pray one for 
another, that ye may be healed. The ef- 
fectual fervant prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much.” James 5:13-16. 

“And these signs shall follow them that 
believe; In my name shall they cast out 
devils (evil spirits); they shall speak 
with new tongues. They shall take up ser- 
pents; and if they drink any deadly 
thing, it shall not hurt them; they shall 
lay hands on the sick, and they shall 
recover.” Mark 16:17-18. Verse 20, “And 
they went forth, and preached every 


where, the Lord working with them, and 
confirming the word with signs follow- 
ing.” 

If, after reading the above Scriptures, 
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you still prefer to cling, or trust, to the 
lesser power and wisdom instead of to 
the divine, omnipotent power and wisdom 
of God, I am sorry for you, for I know 
unless you decide for God, things are go- 
ing to get worse for you, spiritually, at 
least. And you saints of the Lord, when 
you are tempted to go to remedies, re- 
member Jer. 17:5, 6 and 2 Chron. 16:12, 
13. It is better to die in the faith, than 
to live and finally die out of the faith, 
without God. 

Exodus 15:26 and Deut. 28th chapter 
tell why sickness and diseases are in the 
world. With few exceptions, the whole 
race of mankind is in rebellion against 
God’s commandments of righteousness, 
and living in sin. It is because of wicked- 
ness that sickness and diseases are in 
the world today. Mankind today as ever, 
can and do go to medical doctors and sur- 
geons for healing with no repentance or 
change in their heart-life toward God, or 
in their methods of living before or af- 
ter. If there was not a medical doctor or 
surgeon in the world to resort to, people 
would seek healing from God, which 
would require obedience to God’s_ coun- 
mandments in right living, of righteous- 
ness, and this would be a better world 
than it is today. 

I challenge the world, with all their 
learned doctors, with all their medical 
science and scientists, with all their medi- 
cal and health inventions, and with all 
their vital statistics, to produce a proof 
of any such record as we have in Scrip- 
ture record. 

What is this Scripture record? When 
God brought the children of Israel out 
from the land of Egypt, and after two 
years of sojourning in and thru the wil- 
derness, there were 600,000 men of twenty 
years old and upwards who were able to 
go to war, this number besides women 
and children. Numbers 1:45, 46; Exodus 
12:37, 38. And we read in Psalms 105: 
37, “There was not one feeble person 
among their tribes.” I repeat, I challenge 
the world, with all of man’s wisdom and 
skill and science, to produce an equal rec- 
ord. Over two millions of people in One 
congregation, and not one ferble person 
among them, 

Jesus Christ gave His life for mankind, 
and because “I delight to do thy will, O 
my God; yea, thy law is within my 
heart.” Ps, 40:8. 

People who contend for doctors and 
material remedies, often bring up the 
statement in Rev. 22:2 to sustain their 
belief. “And the leaves of the tree were 
for the healing of the nations.” 

In the second chapter of Genesis we 
have an earthly type of the paradise of 
God. In the last two chapters of the Bible 
we are given a description of the anti- 
type. If we ever become the happy beings 
of that time and place, we will not need 
material things. These statements depict 
the true spiritual waters of life, peace 
and happiness flowing from the throne of 
God and of the Lamb. 

Now I have given enough truth from 
God’s_ everlasting Word to set you 
straight in the Word. If you will believe 
and act on what has been said, God will 
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bring you to the place where you will 
have no desire for medicines, because di- 
vine healing is as much better as right- 
eousness is better and above sin, and as 
God’s love and wisdom and power is 
above man’s love, wisdom and power. 
God leaves it to us to accept or reject, 
but there is one thing absolutely sure: If 
we reject, we must abide the conse- 
quences. 


Sickness and death are in the world be- 
cause of disobedience to the righteous 
commandments of God. God brings (or 
allows them to come) on the individual 
for corrective purposes, or for testing 
(proving) His spiritual children, and doc- 
tors had better keep their hands off, and 
saints had better see that they do keep 
their hands off of them, if they do not 
want to come under the curse of God. 
Read again Jer. 17:5-10; 2 Chron. 16:12- 
13. 


I know there are many pastors, preach- 
ers and elders, both in the Pentecostal 
churches and others, who will take issue 
with me in what I have written above, 
who are not only assenting to, but ac- 
tually advising and recommending doc- 
tors and material remedies, some using 
such scripture as 1 Peter 2:13-17 as their 
reason for so doing, because the health 
authorities demand vaccination, quaran- 
tine and treatment in certain diseases. 
But they are not “rightly dividing” the 
Scriptures when they do so. The above 
mentioned Scripture does not mean we 
are to obey and submit to man’s laws 
when they are contrary to God’s com- 
mandments. The cases of Daniel and the 
Hebrew children, and many other ex- 
amples testify to this.

From the fields and crowded cities, 
China gathers to His feet. 
In His love Shem’s gentle children 
Now have found a safe retreat.” 

—Isa, 49:12, From Lankey’s Book. 


My heart is stirred to tell you what 
th2 Pentecostal baptism of the Holy 
Ghost did for us in China, 

In Ichang we heard the wailing at the 
graves (which are high mounds) ecnoing 
out into the emptiness of the  idolatri- 
ous, demon packed air. How we longed 


“ to go to them and tell them Jesus Christ 


the Son of the living God was and is the 
resurrection and the life, and He died 
that they might be saved and go to live 
with Him in Heaven. The glad, beautiful 
glorious resurrection message of life bub- 
bled up in my heart, to be stilled and 
baffled by the barriers of that awful 
Chinese language. I could not speak their 
language! Rushing to my room I sobbed 
my soul out to Jesus, broken-hearted thut 
I could not reach them—until comforted 
and quieted by the unseen, mysterious, 
matchless, divine touch of the Son of 
God. My burdens lifted, I rose with joy 
and song. 

Folks wonder what is the use of the 
Baptism and speaking in tongues and the 
manifestations of the Spirit. Here’s one 
reason why we need the Baptism. The 
Holy Ghost prayed thru me for those 
Chinese in a way I could not have pray- 
ed or have understood to pray, and wiih 
a love beyond my natural ‘ove, and 
which reached up to Jesus and brought 
back His answer and working. 

The next day, or days, the Lord sent 
us out to bring in all the Chinese we 
could get. All the words we knew were 
“lai, lai,” which means “come, come.” 
There were three or four of us who went 
from house to house inviting them to our 
house with our one word “lai, lai,” and 
the Spirit of God smiled thru us and 
drew them with the love of Jesus aad 
used our strange clothes to draw and ar- 
tract and woo them to us. Great crowds 
came and we had to run and get boards 
to seat all that could get inside. We had 
the rooms packed with precious Chinese 
women and children. There we were, but 
we could not speak to them. So one of 
us ran to get a Church of Scotland mis- 
sionary lady to hurry down and teach 
them of Jesus. She came and taught them 
songs and told them over and over again 
as they had never even heard the name 
of Jesus. As they sat and drank in the 
words of life, the Spirit of God made 
them living and they feasted on Him, the 
Living Bread of Life! “Come and dine, 
the Master calleth, come and dine.” 


CHINA’S CROWDED CITIES 

In Ichang we went shopping for little 
Chinese things to send home for Christ- 
mas. I was alone walking from store to 
store. The little stores or shops are but 
rooms with the front all opened up, one 
shop after another opened into the street, 
which is about half as wide as our Amer- 
ican streets. I had only a little of the 
language, precious words that we had 
wept and prayed over, words of life to 
them, words that would bring Jesus to 
them, and each one more precious than 
rubies and diamonds. We would stop and 
look and price things and a crowd would 
gather to look and listen. We would say, 
“G-go-chien”—How much? Then _ they 
would give a big price and we would say, 
“Tai gway’—Too much.” Then they 
would come down and down till we got 
it at its right value. They enjoy this and 
feel you don’t know anything if you pay 
the price they ask. 

When we stayed too long a great crowd 
gathered around looking and listening to 
the strange Sooxing foreigner. So then 
We moved on. One place we stayed too 
long and the crowd was so great we could 
not move on, so I faced them, my heart 
yearning and longing for them as my 
own little children, and I cried out to 
God for them. The Spirit of God came 
upon me and spoke thru me to them. He 
helped me with the little I knew and it 
came so easy and fluently and He spoke 
thru me the message of life to them. I 
saw with my own eyes their faces change. 
Can you say it is not worth waiting for 
ihe Daptism of the Holy Ghost and fire, 
not worth the price you pay to receive? 
I saw a sea of faces wan, worn, sad, and 
empty with an emptiness you never see 
only in the foreign field. I saw them 
change “as one man” to awe and wonder 
and light and glory and beauty of souls 
coming in touch with Christ their Sav- 
ior, just once, beloved, just once, but I 
expect to see them some day up there! — 
Uin Yang (Witche’s Mountain). 

The night after Mr. Moss and I were 
married in Wanshein, the Lord gave me 
such a burden, such an agony, I could 
not pray thru, so I asked him to help 
me. Finally the Spirit of God spoke thru 
me in tongues and he got the interpreta- 
tion. It was for a whole Chinese city, 
Uin Yang, where they had planned to 
open up a new station. The word said, 
“Ye shall go forth into this city and my 
light shall shine forth thru the streets 
and they shall come and my Word shall 
go forth from the temple and many shall 
come.” And many more wonderful words 
He spoke to us which I cannot remem- 
ber. The light and glory of God was in 
the room and the burden lifted and joy 
and peace and song filled our souls. We 
were willing to go, wanted to go, and 
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asked to go, but those over us would: not 
hear or send us. They sent others and 
the heathen temple was opened up. The 
gospel was preached there and we weré 
sent to Wu Shan, below Uin Yang. They 
failed to listen or obey God’s plan and 
they suffered, and we did too, thru it. 


As we passed on the big boat, going 
down the Yang Tse Kiang River, the 
most exquisite thing in the world happen- 
ed. Just as we were passing Uin Yang 
the Spirit of God rose up from that 
Chinese city as a great mother hen that 
had been brooding over the city, and 
came over to greet us and let us know 
that He was hovering over and caring for 
that whole city as a hen her little brood. 
Again He rose up and went back anid 
settled again over Uin Yang.—In His glad 
service, Mrs. A. P. Moss.
